| HE aift of this Month, the Mar- 


quis de Prie the Emperour’s Commif- 


jary had a very long Audience of the 
Pope, ia which he communicated 
to his Holynefs the exorbitant Preten- 
fions of his Imperial Majefty, as well with refpect 
to the Temporal Revenues, as to the Ecclefatti- 
cal Authority of the Holy See. Thongh it was 
hop’d that daring this Negociation the Imperial Of- 
ficers would have forborn Hoftilities in the Ecclefi- 
aftical State, they continued them every where 
with the greateft Violence. They do not only ex- 
tort Contributions from the whole Country, but in 
feveral Towns they have fet up Governours or 
Commandants of their own, after having expell’d 
or remov'd from their Employments thofe who had 
been appointed by the Pope. They compell the 
People to Swear Fidelivy to the Emperour ; they 
fieze the publick Revenues; they ufe the Clergy no 
better than the Laity ; the Churches and other Sa- 
cred Places are exposd to be plunder'd and profan’d 
by Hereticks ; and the Marquis de Prie profeffes he 
knows nothing of thefe Hoftilities, and that he has 
no Power to hinder them. We are inform’d the 
Pope has declar’d to him, that he will rather fuffer 
the laft Extremities, than confent to any Demand 
that may be prejudicial to the Spiritual or Tempo- 
ral Authority of the Holy See. General Marfgli 
being of Opinion that there is no oppofing the Ger- 
mans with new-rais'd Troops, has drawn them to- 
wards Ancona : Some of them are come back hi- 
ther, for the fecurity of this City. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 25. 

Ferrara, Nov. 28. For fome time paft we have 
forborn :o {end out apy Parties, becaufe thofe we 
fent our when the Imperialifts approach’d this Place, 
were met with and handled very roughly by them : 
Bur 60 Carpenters are fent out every Day to fell 
the Trees and Hedges, and barricade with them the 
Avenues to this City.An old Captain of this Garrifon 
went our other Day with the greateft Part of his 
Company, to fetch in Wood for firing; but 8 Im- 
peria] Huffrs appearing, he fled back into the Town 
in as great a Fright as if 8000 Men had been at 
his Heels : He left all his Carts and Oxen a Prey 
to the Enemy, and thought he had acted very pru- 
dently ; but he was immediately cafhier’d. A Ge- 
neral Council of War is held daily, at which ail the 
Officers affift, and the Legate with the Vice- 
Legare have the uppermoft Seats: They feem very 
defirous to fecure this Place againft the Danger 
which at prefent threatens it: Yet we incline to 
believe that the Imperialifts will not attack us, bur 
thar they will rather proceed from Imola and Fa- 
enza direcxly to Reme ; afrer they bave firft fertled 
the Contributions in Romagna, and pofiefs’d theme. 
felves of Fort Urbano which will make them Ma- 
fiers of allthe Territory of Bojagas. 


Venice, Dec. 7. "Tis talk’d here thar the Ac- 
commodation between the Emperour and tke Pope 
is concluded ; but without Ground: For when the 
laft Poft lefi Rome, the Exprefs which the Marquis 
de Prie had fent to the Court of Vienna, was not 
return'd. In the mean time the Imperial Troops 
and thofe of their Allies, who have extended them- 
felves to Pefaro, Fabriano, Jaf, and otber Places, 
live with great Freedom and make much of theme: 
felves, The Pope's General! Maifi-li, and the 
dinal Legate of Romagna, arc retird wich the’ 
greateft Part of bis Holinefs’s Troops to Ancona, — 

Vienna, Dec. 8. The Cardinal of Saxe Zeyts. 
writes from Presburg, thar he has great Reafon ta- 
believe that the Malecontents, and even Prince Ra- 
gotski and Count Berezeni themfelves, cefire a 
Ceffation of Arms our of 2 fincere Difpofi:ion to 
Peace. The Court have Advice that the King of. 
Denmark defigrs to come hither from Venice : 
Whereupon Ordets are given to the Count de Paar, 
the Imperial Poftmafter-general, to prepare to go to 
Looz, there to receive his Majefty with ail fining. 
Accommodation. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated Dec. 25. 

Breff, Dec. 14. On Wednefday laft came in hi- 
ther 2 of our Privateers, each of 32 Guns, which 
2 Days before had been engag’d with an Englith 
Man of War of 60 Guns. The Privateers had 50 
Men kill’'d or wounded, and the Veifels were fo 
fhatter'd that they cannot well put to Sea agen. A 
Squadron of 7 Men of War which is ficing out 
here, isto be ready by the beginning of January, 
and the Count de Villars is expected here to com- 
mand ict. 

Paris, Dec, 21. Letters from Verfailles tell us the 
King is difpleas’d with the Roman-Catholick Swifs- 
Cantons, becavfe in their laft Affembly ar Lucerne 
they did not efpoufe his Invercft in fach Manner as 
he would have had them in fome Affair or other 
that came before them. ’Tis talk’d the Duke of 
Vendome and the Marthal de Bowfers are at Va- 
riance; and that the former to avoid freing the 
other is rerir’d to his Seat at Anet. The 19h be- 
ing the Birth-dey of King Philip V, was celebrated 
at Court ; burt with lefs Splendour and Gayety than 
formerly. That Prince is now enter’d into the 26th 
Year of his Age. The Marquis de Coeuvres, one 
of our principal Sea-Commanders, has Orders from 
the King to repair forthwith to Toulon. 

Doway, Dec. 21. The French Troops continue 
canton’d in the Villages between this Town and Is 
Baffee, waiting the Iffwe of the Enemy’s Enterprizes 
againft Ghentand Bruges. La Baffee is now ina Con- 
dition to make a good Defence; and ‘tis hop’d thar 
the ftrong Garrifon which will be put into it, will be 
able to hinder the Excurfions which the Enem»’s 
Parties may during the Winter attempt to make in 
Artois and Picardy.
